Its successor 
was called "The McGill Ga- 
zette." A bound copy of this first 
journalistic effort containing the 
numbers of the year 1873-74 may 
be found in the Redpat'ii Library. 

"If I can in any way aid in the 
movement for the establishment of 
a School of Journalism connected 
with Old McGill I will gladly do 
so.

Closer Relationship 

Between the students attending the Theological Colleges affi- 
lited with McGill and those attending McGill itself there has been 
heretofore fixed a gap, all attempts to bridge which have seemingly 
failed. The union of the Theological Colleges effected during the 
session of 1912-1 3 clearly accomplished great strides towards a 
larger measure of co-operation among these colleges themselves, but 
we doubt if it served in any gieat extent as a means of bringing 
about a more closer relationship between the theological and other 
students. There appears to be a tendency on the part o feach sec- 
tion as a whole to hold itself separate from the activities of the 
other. It should not be a very difficult matter tn deMse some 
scheme whereby this state of affairs might be bettered. 

; There will be few who will deny that interest in debating at Mc- 
Gill is at the present time at a very low ebb and we have been led 
to believe that it was chiefly owing to this that the University was 
forced to withdraw from the intercollegiate debate this year. There 
is, we believe, a debating league in existence among the different 
theological colleges, holding a series of contests throughout the wm- 
( er months. Could not interest m public speaking m the University 
' self be revived by the inclusion of a team from each faculty in this 
eague? If this could be accomplished there is no doubt but that 
the move would serve a double purpose in also bringing about a clos- 
er relationship between the students in Theology and those taking 
courses in other faculties. 

Lspecially at this time is there need for a consolidated and more 
closely-knit McGill.

BATTALION PARADE SATURDAY 

HELD TO H UNT CLU B GROUNDS 

Men \V>re Given Strenuous Workout in Extended Order Drill 



FRANCE. 

In .Saturday's war summary there 
was a report of the splendid charge 
made by the British forces in France. 
It was not known until later that this 
magnificent charge wa* made bv a 

Canadian regiment. The Princess Pa- 
tricia's were the ones that made the I 
brilliant showins. On Wednesday 
morning. January |;t. the Uritlsh had 1 
cathered a bic force at Uethune, ex- 
pecting an attack at any moment. 

The Canadians waited in vain for 
the Germans, to leave their trenches 
and finally forced the issue them- 
selves by making a bayonet charge. 
They drove the enemv from the 
trenches they held and killed many of 
them while retreating 

According to the latest despatches, 
the artillery duel, which has been go- 
ing on for several days near SolSsonS, 
is still in procress. It has been made 
impossible for the Germans to cross 
the river A'sne hy pontoons or other- 
wise This has been effected bv a ju- 
dicious placing of the Allies' heavy ar- 
tillery. The Aisne is still very high, 
and the surrounding country is inun- 
dated. Pue to this, artillery fightiiiR 
is the only kind practicable in this 
locality. 

GERMANY. 

The Germans made an attack on 
the French positions to the northeast 
of Arras. In this attack they were re- 
pulsed hy the French, who made a 
fierce counter-attack, which resulted 
in the capture of two German trench- 
es. 

The German War Office reports 
that Ohirty-flve French guns were 
captured in the Ar«onne forest. 

There is no doubt now that the Ocr- 
. mans are contemplating another rush 
on Tarls. Ten German army corps 
have been rushed to positions along 
the Aisne and north to Arras. These 
troops are of the hest and have been 
taken from the positions along the 
Meuse and from Flanders 

MARINE. 

It is reported in a despatch from 
Amsterdam, dated January 18, that 
rhe Allies' warships have driven the 
rjernians from all the Belgian coast 
cities. Although the Allies have not yet 
occupied all the evacuated territory It 
Is certain that the Germans have de- 
finltely withdrawn.

Vfter marching some >f distance abms 
the Cote des Neige.-.. P Company was 
thrown forward as a van guard, to the 
rest of the battalion, which vK-a 9 sup- 
posed to be the advance cuard of a 
body of troops advancing on a suppo- 
sitious enemy at the Montreal Hunt 
C'.ub. On rrs.rinE the Hunt Clubt 
word ton senï throuch the connect- 
ing files that the enemy had been 
sighted and t.hr troops were disposed 



for the attack and ^IvMKta was made 
on the dun. 

After this each platoon was taken 
in charge by its commander and put 
through extended order drill, In * 
large field behind the club The men 
had a creat deal of strenuous work to 
do here and the ski caps which were 
the order of the day, became rather 
uncomfortable. On the march back, 
however, i hey were very comfort.ihla 

The extended order work wras carried 
on until sundown and the battalion 
waa then refurmed and marched bank 
by the Cote des Neiges road and 
Sherbrooke street to the armory, ar- 
riving there about fi 15. 

The work pone through on Saturday 
should prove of ureal isslstanee in the 
coming sham fight with the 24th bat- 
talion. Victoria Rifles, when the. co- 
operation of both offirers and men 
w ill be needed if McGill 's to come out 
victorious.
